William Henry Harrison Duncan, a negro, 
aged 81 years, was hanged at Clayton this 
morning at 6:29 o'clock. The crime of which 
he was convicted was the murder of Police 
Officer James Brady in Starks" saloon at 718 
North Eleventh street. Duncan’s neck was 
Droken. Four minutes after the drop fell his 
pulse could not be felt and in precisely ten 
minutes after the drop fell he was pro- 
mounced dead by Ooroner M. W. Caster. 
Duncan met his fate without flinching. 

WOME VIEW IT. 

Several women relatives of the officials 
were on the roof ofthe Court-house and wit- 
nessed the execution. 

There were three women and several boys 
in the crowd on the roof. They were in such 
& position that they could see all that took 
place on the scaffold. Their eyes seemed 
riveted on the door, through which they ex- 
pected Duncan to come when he was 
Doing taken to the scaffold. They all 


seemed very anxious to catch a glimpse 
of the condemned, but wheu Duncan and his 
guards came upon the scaffoldthe women 
did not seem to take such a lively interest in 
the proceedings. Aninstant beforethe drop 
fellonly part of the women’s hats were vis- 
ime, but a wide-eyed gaping boy 
on the roof seemed entranced with 
curiosity and saw the whole sight. Two of 
the women who were on the Court-house 
roof breakfasted afterward at the hotel, and 
during the matutinal repast they discussed 
@he execution with a surprising knowledge 
of technical Getails concerning the structure 
ofthe gallows and the dead man’s aetions 
and demeanor.

An instant afterward he was dangling at

WAS RESIGNED. 

Duncan seemed to realize last night that 
he had to hang this morning sure, and never 
inquired if the Governor had granted him a 
stay or commuted his sentence. He took 


matters very coolly, refused to make any, 
statement farther than to say that 
he was innocent, and spent 
his night closeted with his 
spiritual adviser, Fr. McErlane, S. J. and 
reading his Bible. The only person who had 
any chat with him — the night besides 
the priest was his bosom friend, Charles Mc- 
Donald. McDonald said that Duncan was 
more deeply impressed with his religion 
than any man he ever saw. He 
seemed fortified, McDonald said, dy 
the assurance that his soul was saved 
and that he was fully prepared to meet his 
Maker. McDonald said Duncan would not 
talk about the crime nor anything related 
thereto, saying til the was convinced that

DUNCAN SANG FOR HIS VISITORS. 
Before they left he sang for them. Duncan 
was the possessor of a wonderfully deep bell- 
like voice and had the reputation among his 
friends as being the best colored basso in §t.

POLICEMEN FAILED TO GET In. 
A number of persons who had been invited 
to attend the execution were unable to get 


inthe smal) inclosureatthe bottom of the 
scaffold or on the gallows. 

They stood at the outer door of the jail, 
expecting every moment that they would be 
admitted, They were greatly disgusted and 
many imprecations were heard when the 
drop fell. 

Those who had attended executions before 
realized what the noise was, but others 
imagined it to be a plie 
0 rds falling. Among those 
who did not get in were the following named 
members of the Metropolitan police force: 
Sorgt. King, Officers Gaffney, Maloney, 
Hageman, Hunt, Stinger and Schavisdick. 

Sheriff Garrett, when asked why they were 
not admitted, said: 

was in such a hurry out, in fact, was so 
nervous, that I could scarcely think of any- 
thing at all except the execution itself.

WHERE THE EXECUTION TOOK PLACE. 

The execution took place in the passage- 
way that leads from the jail to the Court- 
house. The accompanying illustration 
shows the County Court - house seen from the 
southwest. The domed edifice is the Court- 
house proper, the building to the left the 
new jail and the small structure in the'!middle 
the old jail. Between this old prison and the 
court-house can be obser a small con- 
necting structure with arched doorways and 
windows and it was there tnat Harry 
Duncan breathed his last. The upper floor 
of this structure is brick-walled and lighted 
with three iron-arated windows on each 
side. The lower floor is open and simply con- 
sists of a board coring with two 
brick pillars on each side separatin 
three arched doorways. The trap throug 
which Duncan fell wascutin the floor that 
separated these upper and lower apart- 
ments. Duncan simply walked out from 
his cell to the middle of the en- 
closure, a Deputy Sherif pulied a wooden 
lever which ioosened the cross beam 
which supported two trap doors, form- 
ing a space four feet square, the 
doors opened backward and downward 
and the negro’s body shot through. Ordi- 
narily his body would have Gangled between 
the two arched doorways—the 
is only ten feet 
full view of all

MURRAY AFFECTED BY THE HANGING. 
James Murray, one of the two Murray 
brothers, colored, charged with the murder 
of young Fitzwilllams, seemed to be greatly 
affected by the execution. James Murray, 


who ts confined in the Clayton jail, has 
already been convicted and is under sentence 
tohang. The execution was an object les- 
son which made him realize more keenly his 
approaching fate. When he was seen in his 
cell be was restless, irritable and nervous, 
but he refused absolutely to say anything 
about his case or to talk about the execution 
of Duncan. 
NOT MURDER IN THE FIRST DEGREE. 

The county residents did not turn out in 
force to see the-execution. Many did not 
thoroughly believe him guilty of murder in 
the first degree. R. Lee Mudd, 


the county’s prosecuting attorney, who 
with Judge Chester H. Kram appeared 
for the State In Doth of Duncan’s trials, was 
most outspoken inhis assertions that Dun- 
can should never have been convicted of 
murder in the frst degree. ‘‘Isay Duncan 
should never have been hanged, and Judge 
Herzel and Attorneys Warfield and Mitchell, 
twoof our most prominent crimingl law- 
yers, agree with me. When Duncan was 
tried the Court should have instracted the 
jury for murder inthe secend degree. In 
one point the Court did in- 
struct for murder in the 
second degree, but this was no Instruction at 
all, as it did not define what murder in the 
second degree was. There was nothing at 
all in the evidence to show that he killed 
Brady in cold blood. On the contrary, the 
testimony proved that Duncan only fred 
when three policemen were tryingto Elli 
him. I do not want to appear as conéoning 
Duncan’s crime, for I believe him to 
have been a thoroughly bad man. I wrote 
a long letter to Gov. Stone, but he 
declined to interfere on the ground that he 
did mot propose to be made a court of last 
resort, two juries and the Supreme Cour 
having found him gulity.’’ 

Judge Edwards, who tried the case, is also 
said to be of the opinion that Duncan was 
not guilty of murder inthe first degree, and 
signed a petition to have his senten¢ee com- 
muted. 

The policemen who were in Clayton this 
morning hold views on the subject widely 
divergent with those of Mr. Mudd. Officer 
Dan Maloney of the Third District, who was 
at Brady’s side when he was shot, says he 
is positive Duncan Killed the officer, and 
claims the negro had fred at him and other 
officers, and they returned the shot. Three 
of them were firing at him when he shot 
Brady. 

TRAP-DOOR CARPENTER BOYCOTTED. 

The trap-door arrangement through which 
Duncan dropped into another world this 
morning was bulit by a Clayton carpenter 
named William Severn. Severn is said to 


have been a member of the jury which con- 
victed Duncan. In this connection there 
was some strange gossip floating around 
Clayton this morning and Severn is reported 
to have said that he had been boycotted by 
— people because he had accepted the

DUNCAN’S CRIME. 


The Desperate Leader of a Gang of Sa- 
loon Tous. 


Harry Duncan shot Officer James Brady to 
death in a pitched battle between Officers 
Gaffney, Maloney, Connors and Brady and a 
murderous band of negroes, which took 
place about 9 o'clock p. m. Oct. 6, 1890, in a 
Dilliard-room above Starke’s saloon, 715 
North Eleventh street. Volley after volley 
ofshots were fired by both sides. Nobody 


was seriously hurt exdept Brady. Gaffaey’s 
face was furrowed with hullets, but fortua- 
nately all of them grazed the surface. Dun- 
can had two wounds. 

Officer Gaffney was first involved. He or- 
dered a riotous crowd of negroes congre- 
gated in front of Charles Starke’s saloon to 
disperse or get into the saloon. He was felled 
to the ground twice. Gaffney fred two shots 
in the air to attract other officers and 
plunged into the saloon in pursuit of his as- 
sallants. 

The negroes ran up- stairs into the Dilliard- 
room. Gaffney followed and was set upon 
by the gang. who beat him with billiard cues, 
knocked him down and brutally Kicked him. 
Harry Duncan got his revolver. At this mo- 
ment Officers Maloney and Connors arrived. 
They immediately opened fire upon the ne- 
groes. The negroes returned it, at the same 
time — — under billiard tables and be- 
hind the bar. 

Officer Brady arrived a minute or two after 
the fring began, He saw at once that Harry 
Duncan was the most dangerous of the ne- 
uroes and singled him out for a combat to 
the death. 9 

Brady ran straight tothe bar, from which 
cover Duncan was firing, placed one foot on 
the rail and reaching as far as he could fired 
at Duncan. Duncan raised himselfup and 
emptied his revolver pajnt blank in Brady’s 
breast. 

Officers Maloney and Connors overpowerea 
and arrested Duncan almost immediately 
after Brady fell. That ended the battle. 
Duncan had a bullet wound in tbe thigh, an-

FORTY DAYS IN JAIL. 


CHINA DEFIED 


Japan Means to Grapple With Her 
Powerful Neighbor.

War Said to Have Been Declared and 
Hostilities Commenced. 


BUMORED SINKING OF CHINESE VES- 
SBLS BY JAPANESE CRUISERS. 


Lenden Merchants Engaged in Eastern 
Trade Confirm the Reports ef Engage- 
ments at Sea—Ex-Mimister te Ceres 
Explains the Siteaticon and Cause ef 
the Present Quarrel Over the Little 
Kingdem. 


Loypowr, July 27.—A dispatch receivea here 
at 11:20 a. m. to-day from Lioyd’s agent at 
Shanghai, China, confirms the announce- 
ment that war between Chinaand Japan has 
been declared, and fightingis said to have 
already begun. 

Hugh Mathieson & Co., the Ohinese Gov- 
ernment agents in England, have received a 
cable message which also confirms the an- 
nouncement that war has been declared be- 
tween China and Japan. 

Up to noon, however, neither the Chinese 
nor the Japanese Ministers had received ad- 
vices which would enable them to confirm 
the report of the outbreak of hostilities which 
hasapparently followed the declaration of 
war. 

The manager of the Hong Kong and Shang- 
hai Bank in London said. I have not re- 
ceived any confirmation of the report that 
war has been declared between China and 
Japan, but I should not be surprised if such 
were the case. One of the results of the war 
would be to put the great trade of the Orient 
inthe hands of England and Narope to the 
disaavantage of China and Japan. But the 
end of the war will de the making of China 
everywhere, and the opening of China for 
alltimeto Western civilization and trade. 
China will realize through this war her 
greatest undeveloped strength.’’ 

Opinion expressed in London shows that 
England is in sympathy with China. This 1s 
owing mainly to Russia’s active wish to 
see Japan successful and thus form a barrier 
to England's progress in the far East. 

The immediate cause of the declaratio# of 
war is that July 24 the Japanese attacked the 
(hinese transports conveying troops to 
Corea. In this engagement one Chinese 
transport was sunk dy a Japanese cruiser. 

One of the Anglo- Chinese merchants of this 
city has received advices that two naval en- 
gage ments have already been fought in 
Corean waters, one on Tuesday and one on 
Wednesday last, and that the Chinese were 
defeated with heavy loss. 


THE KING A PRISONER. 


Corea’s Ruler a Captive in the Hands of 
the Japanese. 

WasHIncror, D. C., July 7.— The King 
of Corea is a prisoner in the hands of 
the Japanese.’’ This was the important 
statement contained in a telegram dated 
yesterday which Secretary Herbert has re- 
ceived from Capt. Day of the United states 
steamer now at Chemulpo, Corea. Capt. Day 
besides stating thatthe King is a captive re- 


ported that he had dispatched a force of 
marines from his ship to Seoul, the capital, 
to protect the United States legation.

VIRTUAL DECLARATION OF WAR. 


The Breach Cannot Be Healed Without 
Resort to Arms. 


TIEN-Tsi~, July 27.—The gravity of the 
situation isfully realized here, now that 
nostilities between China and Japan have 
commenced. While no formal declaration of 
war, according to the diplomatic forms, has 
been made, either at Tokio or at Pekin, 
the Governments of both countries recog- 
nize that an actual state of war exists and 
more collisions between the forces of the 
two countries are expected hourly, and to 
all intents and purposes war has deen de- 
clared. 

The first overt act of war occurred on 
Tuesday last. The Japanese fred upon and 
sunk the steamship how-Shung, belongin 
to tiugh Mathieson of London, which ba 
been chartered by the Chinese Government 
to convey troops to Corea. 7 

A Japanese cruiser sighted the Kow-Shung 
and ran within easy range Of her. She then 
signaled the transport to put back. The 
transport continued steaming ahead until 
the cruiser fired a hot at ber. No attention 
being paid to this the cruiser opened 
fire upon the transport in earnest, put a 
number of shot into her and the transport 
eventually sunk, with all bands. The num.- 
ber of people drowned is not Known, but it 
is believed that there must have been about 
1,000 Chinese soldiers on board. 


ORIGIN OF THE TROUBLE. 


Ex-Minister Dinsmore Explains the 


Cause of the Quarrel Over Corea. 


WASHINGTON, Y. C., July 27.—Congressman 
Hugh A. Dinsmore of Arkansas served three 
years as United States Minister to Corea dur 
ing President Cleveland’s Arst term. He was 
minister resident at the Corean eapital at a 
critical period in the history of diplomatic 


1 ns between Corea and the United 
— for it was during his term that the 
King of Corea, in spite ofthe admonitions of 
the Chinese Government, decided to estab- 
lish a legation at Washington, and to open up 
aiplomatic intercourse with the United 
States on the same basis as the most import- 
ant powers of Europe. In discussing the 
present controversy between China, Japan 
and Corea, Mr. Dinsmore _ to a Post- Dis- 

TCH correspondent to- : 
rar he aspect of affairs is now very threat- 
ening, butin spite of the indications ofa 
war between China aud Japan, I am inclined 
to think that actual hostilities will be avert- 
ed by the intervention of the European 
powers. It would be aifficult to overestimate 
the great commercial interests which Great 


been a bone of contention, and concerning 
the rather anomalous stetus of which there 
has always been a controversy between 
China and Japan. 

Jo understand the exact situation to- 
day it should be remembered that at one 
time both Japan and China asserted a cer- 
tain AM or authority over Corea, 
claiming it as a dependency under certain 
conditions. China maintained a suzerainty 
over Corea, and at one time received tribute 
from that nation In return for the protection 
of her more Thi 


Japan was the first to withdraw its claims 
of jurisdiction over Corea, and has always 
insisted that China should follow her exam- 
pie. Inthetreaties between the two coun- 
tries these points have been emphasized and 
there are provisions in these conventions 
forbidding the landing on Corean territory 
of Chinese or Japanese troops, except under 
certain conditions. 

In 1882 the United States concluded a 
treaty with Corea, and about that time con- 
ventions were made with Corea by several 
European powers. In these treaties Corea 
was recognized as a sovereign State, abie to 
make and carry out conventions and respon- 
sible to no other Government. It may be 
said that Corea’s strongest assumption of its 
own autonomy dates from about the period 
of the ratification of these treaties. 

Soon after the treaty with the United 
States went into effect the Corean King ap- 
pointed as Minister to the United States 
Prince Min Yun Pak. This action was taken 
in defiance of the disapproval of the Chinese 
Government, which dy the exercise of moral 
influence endeavored to control the appoint- 
ment and rank of Corea’s diplomatic repre- 
sentatives abroad. 

In 1887, while l was at Seoul, the Corean 
King intimated to me that he tntended to es- 
tablish a formal iegation in the United 
States, and to accredit a Minister Pleni- 
potentiary and EnvoyjExtraordinary. This 
action was something of a surprise to me 
and I indicated as much to the King, sug- 

esting that there were very few Corean sub- 

ects in the United States and that Corea had 
uo commercial interests in this country. The 
King replied that he was well aware of these 
facts, but that there were other considera- 
tions which madeit desirabie for him to es- 
tablish a legation. 

‘*Appreciating the force ef this statement, 
I said nothing more, andina short time 
Minister Pak was appointed and started for 
the United states with a large retinue. The 
Chinese Government did not approve of the 
appointment of an Envoy yn ag tog <4 and 
Minister Plenipotentiary, and the Corean 
King realized that he was showing a good 
deal of temerity in following the course he 
pursued. — 

At my instance, however, a United States 
naval vessel was ordered down to Chemulpo, 
and the party having gbeen taken on board, 
the warship steamed out througha Chinese 
squadron. Thus.it was that the legation 
was finally established, Ihe rank of the 
American representative to Corea was, how- 
ever, that of Minister resident.

LEFT TWO LETTERS STATING SHE WAS

One Was te B.C. Rice ef Bast St. Louis, 
Her Lover, in Which She Repreaches 
Him—The Other te Her Aunt, Mrs.

A girlnamed Elia Winbegler, whose home 
ison Bell street, Alton, III., Jumped from 
the after rail of the steamboat Spread 
Eagle, between Chouteau Park and 
Madison, III., on the Missouri side of the 
Mississippi, this morning at 8:30 o’clock. Be- 
fore she could be saved she sank for the last 
time and was drowned.

In 
the great Satsuma rebellion foreed marches 
of sixty miles were made in twenty-four 
hours. To-day Japan could place in the field 
160,000 men who have been under Grill for at 
least one year. The standing army com- 
prises seventy-five battalions of infantry 
and two ofcavairy, thirty batteries of 

rtillery, fourteen companies of engineers 
and six companies of transportcorps. They 
are stationed in various parts of the Empire, 
which is divided into six military districts, 
having headquarters at Toxyo, Nagoya, 
Sendal Osaka, Miroshima and Kumamoto, 
Camps are established in forty-eight places. 


ON THE SEAS. 

Japan’s navy is far superior to China’s. 
The Viceroys of Chinese provinces have some 
flotillas oftheir own, which make the esti- 
mate of actual imperial naval strength a lit- 


tle difficult to fix. However, in the entire 
navy there are included perhaps 100 vessels 
of various sorts. These comprise four iron - 
clads, more than forty cruisers and gun- 
boats, not far from thirty torpedo boats and 
various other craft, The advance made of 
late years by the Chinese navy has been very 
marked. Besides ordering a fieet of gun- 
boats and many fast cruisers in Europe, she 
has founded a navy yard at Foochow, where 
war vessels of various kinds are built. 
Thanks also to the work of Capt. Lang of the 
British navy, who was made an adiniral in 
the Chinese service, the personnel of the lat - 
terhas been very much improved. There 
are three academies forthe education of of- 
ficers, the instructors being mostly for. 
elgners. 

Japan has also made striking advances in 
the same direction. The foundation of the 
modern Japanese navy, which includes 
nearly sixty vessels of all sorts, was degun a 


tex months before the fall of the Shogunate 


and the restoration of the siikado to power 
in 1869. Commander Tracy and several other 
officers of the British navy were engaged to 
xive the native officers and men instruction, 
but soon afterward the revolution took place 
and all arrangements were upset. 

Japan's wLliggestcruisers are the Yoshino 
and Isukusut, each of 15,000 horse power and 
each mounting thirty-four guns. She has 
three otuer war ships, each mounting 
twenty-four guns, all of modern make. 

Ine population of the Chinese empire is 
29888 while that oft Japan is only 
34, 000, 000. 


WHY JAPAN WANTS waz. 


The Emperor Amxious to Quiet Discon- 
ton ted Subjects at Home. 


WasHiIxKGTon, D. C., July 27.-A member 
of the Cabinet, referring to the reported dec- 
laration of war between China and Japan, 
said to-day: Undoubtedly there has been 
no Geciaration of war, otherwise we should 
have heard the fact from our Minister at 
Japan. There are some facts relative to the 
strained relations between China and Japan 


which appear to be imperfectly understood 
in this country. the Japanese Gov- 
ernment is jmore progressive than the 
Japanese people are. ‘ihe Japanese Govr- 
ernment has sent young men to the 
United states, to England and to Kurope gen- 
erally, and they have obtained education 
and have made rapid advancement. Japan 
ig the one country ofthe Orient which has 
assumed the manners of our civiligation. 
The purpose of the present government ig to 
lift Japan out of the beaten track of the Ori- 
tenai system and to make that country the 
advance post of civilization in the Ofient. 

„ut this progress bas been too rapid for 
the people. Ihe Japanese masses have not 
been lifted up tothe high plane of civiliza- 
tion which the Government occupies and to 
hien its leaders seek to bring the people. 
The consequence is that there is @ very great 
deal of unrest in Japan and there is serious 
danger of a revolt ou the part of 
many Japanese, led by ignorantand vicious 
leaders, to overthrow the presess Gynasty. 
That is one of the reasons 9 the aggressive 
attitude of Japan toward Obina in the mat- 
ter of Corea. The Japanese Government has 
maintained its army in Corea under circum- 
stances which are well known, and adheres 
ro its resolute attitude forthe purpose of dl. 
verting attention of the discontented masses 
of the Japanese from their revolt against the 
progress of the present Government of 
Japan to forgiga complications. 

“Tne Japahese Government is not anxious 
to go to war with China. but it is much more 
anxious to have a naval war with China than 
to suppress & rebellion of its ow people. 
China could unpoudtedly defeat Japan upon 
the land, but the Japanese Government

Considerable evidence that there is a 

connecting link between the organization 
ol the Republican party of Missouri and 
the organization of the A. P. A. has been 
unearthed of late.

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JUDICIAL QUALIFICATIONS. 


If President Cleveland is looking for 
solid reasons to determine the appoint- 
ment of the new Circuit Judge he can find 
a strong one in favor of Judge Amos M. 
Thayer in the recent events which tried 
the judgment and firmness of the Federal 
judiciary. 

Judge Thayer stands out as a notable 
exception among the Judges who were 
petitioned tostretch the power of their 
courts and depart from the recognized rule 
ofequity practice by issuing an omnibus 
injunction binding upon all persons re- 
gardless of the rule of personal service or 
of their connection with the suits. He re- 
fused to join in innovations which 
threaten to introduce a new engine of co- 
ercion into our jurisprudence, to substitute 
judicial mandates for our criminal laws 
and to clothe judges and military jointly 
witha newand supreme police power as 
irresponsible as that of a Russian Czar. 

A glance at the injunction issued by 
Judge Thayer and that issued by Judges 
Woods and Grosscup shows a vital dis- 
tinction between them. 

The injunctfon of the Chicago judges 
is made binding upon defendants, ‘' whose 
names are alleged to be unknown, from 
and after service of such writ upon them 
respectively by the reading of the same to 
them or by the publication thereof by 
posting or printing, and after service of 
subpeena upon any of said defendants 
named herein, shall be binding upon said 
defendants and upon all others whatsoever 
who are not named herein fromand after 
the time when they shall severally have 
knowledge of such order and the exist- 
ence of said injunction.’’ 

The injunction issued by Judge Thayer 
enjoined the defendants ‘‘and all persons 
acting in concert under their direction 
and control“ from the acts recited, and 
provided that it shall be binding upon 
said defendants whose names are not 
stated, but whoare within the terms of 
this order, from and after the service oi 
such writ upon them by the reading of the 
same to them or by the delivery of a copy 
thereof to them.’’ Judge Thayer could 
hardly refuse to issue an injunction under 
the circumstances, but he kept as closely 
as possible within the scope of equity jur- 
isdiction. 

Judgment and firmness which cannot be 
swerved by pressure or excitement in the 
stress of acrisis are invaluable qualifica- 
tions in a judge. They should obscure 
geographical location or political consid- 
erations in deciding judicial appoint- 
ments. 
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PRESIDENTIAL INTERFERENCE. 


The Constitution expressly empowers the 
President to make recommendations to 
Congress from time to time. No one ot the 
Senators who have denounced the Presi- 
dent for his Wilson letter would deny the 
right of any citizen to express his opinion 
of legislation orally or in writing.

To the Edi’or of the Post- Dispatch; 

B. O. Forum letter was true in regard to 
the treatment of non-union or ‘‘scab’’ work 
men by the honest w ingmen’’ repre- 
sentative of the various*unions. My hus- 


band and one son are non-union men—that 
is, they are under nolash. They work as 
they please, for whom, with whom, and for 
whatever wages and for whatever hours 
they see fit. Both are first-class mechanics, 
and both have work all the time. Aly hus- 
band often has to refuse jobs, while union 
men lie idle. Both own their homes and are 
out of debt; neither of them support saloons, 
nor waste money on tobacco, games or fast 
women. The second son was intimdated 
into joining the union while away from 
home, and got ‘‘union’’ prices, worked 
union howrs, and paid union assess- 
ments, and in flush times js not allowed to 
work on jobs with his father and brother. 
In obedience to his masters he is often idle, 
and, in fact, for the wy year, has not been 
able to pay any 2 r board, but has been 
obliged to depen upon his independent 
‘*scab’’ relatives for his living. Several 
times the honest workingmen have forced 
bim to leave hig father’s jobs and have even 
tried to drive the father from his own jobs 
because he was putting in ten hours’ work 
for ten hours’ pay. But the ‘‘scab’’ did not 
drive worth a cent, although he was getting 
$4 per day. 

While the union men, despite their scale 
and strikes, ere in debt for their homes, rent 
and groceries, there are plenty of ‘‘scabs 
who, while covering the festering sores upon 
the social body, caused by union siuggers,and 
aiding in healing the same, are not only owners 
of their own homes and taking care of well 
fed families, butare supporting idle union 
men and lending them money with which to 
keep a roof over the heads of their suffering 
families. Organisation of labor is a g 
thing ifrightly conducted, but it is simp) 
laughable to hear organized labor,“ as it 
is to-day, boast that the [present prosperous 
times have been brought about Dy its instru- 
mentality. wry’ gainsays them in this.

Mr. Dwight Tredway Discusses His 


Deposition in the Sedalia Suit. 


Mr. Dwight Tredway, who scored the Mis- 
souri Pacific and its control of State affairs 
during the taking of depositions, returned 
this morning from Sedalia. He said he had 
had no opportunity to consult his lawyers or 
any other party in interest, and feared he 
might be led into furtner impatient expres- 
sion, like his first, liable to be made to cast 
refiection where not intended. Mr. Tredway 
said: 


The taking of depositions referred to 
was a star chamber proceeding had by 
the Missouri Pacific attorneys, with no 
one present but those interested, yet within 
a few hours such portions of the testimony as 
suited the »iissouri Pacific were in print, and 
even these apparently garbied, with neadlines 
which were basely intended to reflect upon 
the integrity ofa judge who is known to be 
as Uprignt and honorable as any man who 
sits upon the bench in this or any other State 
and whose integrity, fairness and legal abil- 
ity have never been called in question during 
a long and honorable career. 

It is another and a striking evidence that 
a Gould corporation hesitates at nothing to 
accomplish its purposes. Private rights, the 
rights of the public and even the character 
and reputation ofan honored member of the 
judiciary are ruthlessiy destroyed when one of 
these greedy and unscrupulous Gould corpor- 
ations undertakes to counscate the property 
of others and to prevent restitution through 
the courts. 

In saying What Ida in my testimony as 
to the iuformation I had received as to the 
baleful influence exercised by the Missouri!

For the 
first time in nearly a decade it has with ail 
the depression in business. and with greatly 
reduced earnings, made a profit instead of a 
loss. It was proven that ‘cull’ ties, worth 
10 to 12 cents, were charged up at 40 to 50 
cents; that the road was charged 
about 10 per cent of its gross 
earnings for telegraph expense, when 
really no expense Was incurred, and in di- 
vers ways the earnings were diverted and 
converted to the Missouri Pacific.

wise mén are great public blessings, but 
great corporations in the hands of unscrup- 
ulous, grasping, tyrannical men who dodge 
taxes, appropriate trust bonds by the mil- 
lions, and use their money to corrupt legis- 
latures and debauch the courts and control 
politics, are the great evils of theday and 
more than any other source threaten the 
enslaving ofthe masses and the life of the 
Republic.’’

DUEL WITH SWORDS. 


L. Deschanel Wounded in the Cheek by 
IL. Clemenceas. 


Paris, July 27.—A duel with swords was 
fought between M. Paul Deschanel and M. 
Clemenceau to-day. M. Deschasel was 
wounded in the cheek. 

The duel was on account of an article pub- 
lished in La Justice, Clemenceau’s paper, 
which M. Deschanel claimed was an insult- 
ing reply to a speech made by him in the 


Chamber of Deputies during the discussion 
of the Government’s anti-anarcbist bill. 

Next to; Cassagnac, u. Clemenceas ts the 
most noted duelistin France. The pistol is 
his fortanate weapon. He is an expert 
swordsman as well, and for years he was 
regarded as the dest man with foils in the 
country. Bat the steel entered his shoulder 
in an encounter a few years ago, and while 
the thrust did not in any sense disable him, 
he has not now quite the same confidence in 
his skill with the weapon. He has met at 
leastascore of adversaries with pistol or 
sword. Two ofthese were killed and several 
badly wounded. His last meeting on the 
dueling field prior to this one, was when he 
faced Deputy Deroulede with pistols. Neither 
of the combatants were wounded. 

Paul Deschand isa member of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, and a year ago risited the 
chief cities of the United States as the repre 
sentative of France, to gather statistics on 
the labor question. He isa writer of dis- 
tinction. and: this is his first duel. 


On HIS MOTHER'S GRAVE. 


Thomas Crew Blows His Brains Out in 
the Carlinville Cemetery. 


CARLINVILLE, III., July 27.—One of the most 
startling suicides ever known here occurred 
this morning. Thomas Crew, a successful 
business man and an ex-Marshal of this city, 
purchased a new revolver yesterday, and 
during the night repaired tothe city ceme- 
tery, and at the grave of his mother blew out 


his brains. 

Mr. Crew owned and operated the cooper- 
age plant of the st. Louis Milling Co., and no

The cities compre- 
henGed in the resolution authorizing the in- 
Vestigation are Baltimore, Boston, Brooklyn, 
Buffalo, Cuicago, Cincinaati, Cleveland, De- 
troit, Milwaukee, New Orleans, New York, 
Philadelphia, Pittsburg, St. Louis, San Fran- 
cisco and Washington—sixteen in all, with 0 
population of 8,087, 258. 

BOUNDS OF THE DISTRICTS.

A CROP SCARE FINALLY STARTED BY 
DAMAGE HAWS. 


The China- Japanese War Helps Advance 
Wheat—Foreign Markets Still De- 
pressed—Commercis! News of the Day. 


The fact that the low price ot wheat had 
aliowed some wheat tobe shipped abroad 
from this market has been’ noted in the 
Post-Disrpatcu during the past two days, 
this heing the only paper that reported these 
export sales, but the amount taken was not 
large. In all 88, 00 bu No 2red was loaded 
into barges, the tow that took the wheat out 
taking a barge load of 28, 700 du corn also, and 


clearing yesterday evening. This shipment 
of wheat willbe the first of the Western 
wheat crop of 1894 to arrive on the other side. 
It will ive the foreigner a good idea of the 
fine — ity of this year’s wheat crop. 

If wheat is going out Of fashion as an art {- 
cle of human f „it is at any rate being 
used more and more for feeding animals. If 
corn sells mach higher and wheat much 
lower the amount of wheat fed to animals 
will be very lar this year. Farmers have 
increased their ding of wheat to hogs, as 
ig a well known fact, but the following from 
D. Butters of Chicago ows that wheat 
is used to feed other stock besides 
hogs. Mr. Butters wires: I have been in 
the grain trade a long life, but such discour- 
aging cables and markets 1 never saw.
